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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  TPIE  YEAR  1942 


To  the  Chair inan  and  Members  of  the

The  following  abridged  report  gives  an  outline  of 
.the  duties  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Changes  again  took  place  v/lth  the  staff  of  the 
Department,  The  vacancy  created  by  the  resignation  of  the 
senior  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  was  filled  by  the 
promotion  of  ]},!r . H. Woodcock*  A third  qualified  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  take  his  place  was  not  appointed  but  an 
unqualified  Ass  is  tant , Ivlr  . F,C*Patrick,  commenced  duties 
in  April,  In  June  }!ir  , H, Woodcock  left  the  service  of  the 
Council  and  v/e  were  without  qualified  assistance  until 
September  when  l'']r , J.Astin  commenced  his  duties. 


SECTION  G SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage 

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  this  service  during 

the  year . 

During  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March  1943 
999  tons  of  salvaged  materials  were  returned  to  industry 
^resulting  in  an  income  of  £3,599.  This  equals  4,9  cwts . 

’from  each  house  or  premises. 

The  re-organisation  carried  out  towards  the  end 
of  1941  including  the  formation  of  the  Salvage  Stewards  * 
Organisation  has  given  highly  satisfactory  results  as  the 
figures  tabulated  show.  In  February  a letter  of  congratulation 
was  received  from  the  Controller  of  Salvage  (JoC, Dawes  Esq,) 

The  separation  of  the  salvage  collection  from  the  heavier  work 
of  emptying  dustbins  has  enabled  our  depleted  staff  of  men  to  be 
replaced  by  women  and  girls  who  are  giving  very  satisfactory 
s ervice . 
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The  Depot  was  further  extended.  Electric  ciorrent 
necessary  to  run  electric  presses  was  carried  to  the  Works, 

The  tin  baling’  machine  was  transferred  from  Sycamore  Road  and 
an  electrically  driven  Paper  Baling  machine  installed.  Improved 
storage  facilities  were  also  provided  for  the  reception  and 
storage  of  kitchen  waste. 

Ashes  and  refuse  are  collected  every  two  weeks  from 
dwelling  houses  and  v/eekly  from  military  and  R ,A  .F  • establishments 
and  some  of  the  large  business  premises. 

Many  visits  were  made  by  representatives  of  other 
Authorities  during  the  year  to  inspect  our  works  and  methods , 

Vehicles  - Refuse  Collection . 

One  of  our  rear  loading  S .D,f roisters  is  used  whole 
time  on  the  collection  of  ashes  and  refuse,  ' . 

Salvage 

One  rear  loading  S.D,  freighter  and  a Comraer  ex  Army  vehicle 
are  used  for  the  collection  of  salvage.  The  Freighter  is 
engaged  mornings  collecting  kitchen  waste  from  the  communal  bins. 

The  old  side  loading  • freighter  is  how  out ‘of  ‘use  and  the 
Humber  van  is  kept  as  a reserve  vehicle  for  salvage  and  Civil 
Defence  duties,  ' " 

The  two  rear  loading  freighters  are  still  giving  good 
service  althougji  they  are  now  respectively  4 and  8 years  old,

The  insufficiency  of  public  conveniences  in  the  district, 
is  a serious  matter  and  gives  rise  to  much  nuisance  and  many 
complaints,  A scheme  for  the  provision  of  public  lavatories 
in  South  Parnborough  was  held  in  abeyance  owing  to  the  war 
and  the  land  has  been  used  for  Civil  Defence  purp,o^.e.s  , 


, - DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Ambul'ance  Driver  and 
his  Assistant. 

The  steam  disinfector  gave  useful  service  during  the 
year.  41  rooms  were  diainfected  after  infectious  disease 
and  73  consignments  of  bedding  or  clothing  were  dealt  with 
in  the  Disinfecting  Station. 

14  premises • were  treated  for  vermin,  chiefly  bedbugs. 
The  treatment  consisted  of  spraying  with  liquid  insecticide 
under  pressure  and  removal  of  the  bedding  to  the  Disinfecting 
station. 


The  belongings , of  prospective  tenants  of  Council  houses 
are  carefully  inspected  before  being  given  a Coimcil  House, 

SECTION  D . , HOUSING 

There  was  a constant  demand  for  housing  accommodation 
resulting  in  a waiting  list  of  156,  for  Counc il- Hous es  at  the 
end  of  the  year , 

There  is  overcrov/ding  in  the  district  but  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  accommodation,  action  could  not  be  taken  under...  the. 
Housing  Act. 

/ . . . . . . 

vVork  on  the  inspection  and  repair  of  dwelling  houses 
continued  during  the  year  so  far  as  circumstances  have 
permitted.  A considerable  amount  of  the  more  urgent  repair- 
work  was  executed. 

Owing  to  the.  shortage  of.  building  trade  operatives,  it 
is  becoming  inc-reas-angly  difficult  to  secure  oon^liance  with 


notices , and  I feel  that  the  Government  might  well  consider 
imposing  some  ban  on  all  building  work  which  is  not  of  an 
essential  nature.  Non  essential  work  is  frequently  carried 
out  where  the  cost  of  same  does  not  exceed  £100,  yet  it  is 
extremely  difficult  to  get  really  urgent  hoiJSing  repairs 
executed  within  a reasonable  period. 


SECTION  B INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

• The  Milk  Supply 

Constant  supervision  was  maintained  over  tlie' milk 
supply.  There  are  four  Dairy  farms , 9 Dairies  and  16 
retail  purveyors  of  milk. 

During  the  year  46  samples  of  milk  were  obtained 
of  which  14  were  unsatisfactory.  The  necessary  action 
was  taken  in  all  cases  and  where  it  was  possible  to  obtain 
repeat  samples,  marked  improvement  was  found. 

During  the  year  one  sample  of  milk  sold  as  ’’Nursery” 
milk  was  submitted  for  analysis.  It  was  found  to  contain 
5,33^  of  butter  fat  which  satisfies  the  requirements  of  the 
Milk  (Maximum  Prices)  Order  1942, 

Biological  Examination  of  Milk  Samples  for  Tubercle  Bacilli 

Twenty  of  the  above  samples  were  submitted  to  a 
biological  examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli 
and  in  three  cases  a positive  result  was . obtained , 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  notified 
on  each  occasion,  and  in  one  case  we  were  suts  equently 
informed  that  three  cows  from  the  herd  were  found  to  be 
affected  with  tuberculosis  and  were  slaughtered, 

sterility  Test 

Six  milk  bottles  were  obtained  and  submitted  to  a 
sterility/aM  uound  to  be  satisfactory. 

b , Meat  and  Other  Foods 

There  are  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  under 
the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood,  .A  regular  system  of 
meat  inspection  is  observed,  the  vis  its. for  this  purpose 
numbering  205.  The  inspection  of  carcases  has  been  carried 
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out  as  recommended  by  memo  62  (foods).  Vehicles  carrying 
meat  have  also  been  kept  under  observation. 

Slaughtering  is  carried  out  in  Parnborough  for  the 
adjoining  districts  and  a contribution  is  received  by  the 
Council  from  the  Urban  District  of  Fleet  and  the  Rural 
District  of  Hartley  Wintney  for  the  extra  work  involved 
in  carrying  out  this  work, 

89  visits  have  been  made  to  food  shops  to  inspect 
the  premises  or  the  food  therein.  Improvements  effected 
during  the  year  include  the  repair  of  floors,  drainage, 
and  limewashing  of  the  premises  ,

unsatisfactory,  Sanitary  conveniences  were-  either-  absent, 
or  insufficient  and  apart  from  the  difficulty  of  providing 
lavatory  accommodation  under  present  circumstances,  the 
abs;encc  of  available  space  and  accommodation  often  made  it 'i 
impracticable  . ■ '’"t

In  addition  to  ambulance,,  work  these  men  *carry  out 
maintenance  and  repair  work  .to  :the  Cleansing  and  Salvage  • 
vehicles  ,' dis  inf  ectio'ri  and  disinfestation  work  and  other 
duties  in  the.  .Department ■
